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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the frangible section 
on a box (claim 7), the frangible section "disposed over the first and closure bases" 
(claim 15), the frangible section "disposed beneath the first and closure bases" (claim 
16, the "breakable film attached over the reclosable frangible section" (claim 17) and the 
"fitment comprising a third array of fastening elements" (claim 19) must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
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the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 10-12, 15 16 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 10, "the first fastening portion" lacks antecedence. 

In claims 15.and 16, a first base has not been previously set forth to warrant the 
language "the first and closure bases". 

In claims 12 and 19, it is unclear if applicant is claiming the combination of the 
package with a "fitment comprising a third array of fastening elements" or the package 
alone. Clarification of the scope of claim 19 is requested. For the purposes of 
examination, claim 19 will be considered as being directed to the package alone. 

Claims that have not been specifically mentioned are rejected since they depend 
from claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 


5. Claims 1-6, 8, 13-15, 18-20 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,172,980 to Provost. See Figs. 4-7. 

As a note, frangible section 10D in Figs. 6 and 7 of Provost meets the recitation 
"A package having a reclosable frangible section". 

Regarding the language "wherein the opening is adapted for receiving a' fitment 
comprising a third array of fastener elements" in claim 19, it has been held that the 
recitation that an element is "adapted to" perform a function is not a positive limitation 
but only requires the ability to so perform. It does not constitute a limitation in any 
patentable sense. 


6. Claims 1,4-8, 13-17 and 19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,964,399 to Ruben. 
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Regarding the language "wherein the opening is adapted for receiving a fitment 
comprising a third array of fastener elements" in claim 19, it has been held that the 
recitation that an element is "adapted to" perform a function is not a positive limitation 
but only requires the ability to so perform. It does not constitute a limitation in any 
patentable sense. 

7. Claims 1-6, 9-20, 22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 7,040,810 to Steele. 

Regarding claims 1 1 and 19, it has been held that the recitation that an element 
is "adapted to" perform a function is not a positive limitation but only requires the ability 
to so perform. It does not constitute a limitation in any patentable sense. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 9-12 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Provost or Ruben. 

Provost and Ruben each disclose the claimed invention, as discussed above, 
except for the bag comprising gusseted portions. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the bags of 
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Provost or Ruben with gusseted portions since it was known in the art that gusseted 
portions on bags increase the effective volumetric capacity of the bag. 

Regarding the language "for application of the back faces of the closure strip and 
closure base" in claim 9, it has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in 
which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the 
claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. 

Regarding claims 10, 1 1 and 19, it has been held that the recitation that an 
element is "adapted to" perform a function is not a positive limitation but only requires 
the ability to so perform. It does not constitute a limitation in any patentable sense. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
